1 ESCAPED THE RUSSIANS’ 


The Two Most Important Elements 
Of Soviet Existence: Fear and Bread 


First article in a series by a former Polish journalist who lived for more than three 


years in Russian slave labor camps.

CHICAGO—I escaped from a Russian slave 
labor camp in Siberia. 

For nearly five years I was a prisoner inside 
the Soviet Iron Curtain. For more than three 
of those long years I lived in the horror camps 
of the Arctic Circle or in the solitary confinement 
of a secret police cell 

After wandering inside the Soviet Union for 
a year and a half as a hunted man, I escaped 
again—this time trrough the Iron Curtain: to 
freedom, 

Behind me are more: than 20,000 miles of 
Russian travel, by rail and fcot, and many more 
thousands of slave labor miles My body and my 
memory carry scars of those years as a slave and 
as a wandering ‘free’ man inside Russia, free 
to observe and to remember. 

Mine is the story of at least 10,000,000 slaves 
most of them aussian; of the privileged 10,000,000 
in the Stalinist hierarchy atop the Soviet anthill; 
and of the misery of che great mass of more than 
100,000,000 sandwiched in between those ex- 


tremes, whose life 1s little better than that of the 
concentration camp inmates. 

I am a Pole. Except for an American cousin 
in Stevens Point, Wis., a monsigneur of the 
Roman Catholic Church, I am, I believe, the last 
of my family—the Chylinskis. However, now I 
have a new life and a new family, having been 
“ad ”" by my new “mother,” Mrs. Mary 
Jagi of Waite Park, Minn., near St. Cloud, 
who to America.

tion camp at Baranowicze, near Minsk. My 
father was killed in the infamous Nazi camp at 
Oranienburg. Two brothers. one-a lieutenant 
colonel and one a private. were killed by the 
Germans in the Warsaw uprising of the Polish 
underground. 

A third brother was shot and killed while try- 
ing to escape from a Russian prison camp. A 
fourth brother is missing. and believed to be 
dead. My youngest brother, at the age of 18, 
was killed in I[taty. with Gen. Anders’ Polish 
Corps, the day before the war ended. 

As you see, my family has both an anti-Nazi 
and anti-Communist history, just as I have. In 
my case, I have also been proscribed by the 
Communist government in Warsaw which issued 

ists depriving those named of Polish citizen- 
un Gen Anders headed the first list. I had 
the honor to be the only second lieutenant on the 
second list, largely because of a book I wrote, 
“Soviet Justice. 

The USSR, with which this story is concerned, 
is a sprawling amorphous mass, where a rare 
American movie depicting the life of the un- 
employed during th. depression, drew expres- 
sions of incredulity and amazement from simple 
workers who could not imagine such luxury. An 
average skilled worker lives on a scale which $12 
a month would furnish here.

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Anti-Reds Claim 
Soviet Pens Up 
250,000 Germans 


BERLIN — (7) — German anti- 
Communists charged yesterday 
the Russians have thrown approx- 
imately 250,000 Germans into 
concentration camps since the war. 
More than 100,000 of these have 
died, they declared. 

The statistics were announced 
by the “Fighting Group Against 
Inhumanity,” which has a bureau 
to trace persons reported missing 
in the Russian zone of Germany 
and to aid persons who escape 
from Soviet confinement. It is 
headed by Dr. Rainer Hildebrandt, 
34, a former prisoner of the Nazis. 

At the same time, American au- 
thorities here said that during 
January about 1,500 Russian zone 
Germans had arrived in western 


Berlin, claiming they were refu- 
gees from the Communists. | 

The “Inhumanity” bureau said| 
its statistics, obtained from former 
camp inmates, established that the 
Russians and their German Com- 
munist Allies had operated 16 
concentration camps in Eastern 
Germany. 

These were said to have been 
reduced now to two major camps 
—Buchenwald and Sachsenhausen. 
Both were former Nazi concentra- 
tion camps. 


Air Crash Kills 7 


MAXVILLE, Ont.—(?) — Seven 
members of a prominent Montreal 
family were killed last night in a 
plane crash six miles north of 
here.

The man left to in- 
vestigate and shortly after I heard 
pistol shots. He then came back 
into the house, declared a man 
had been killed, and drove off in 
his truck.” 


“T then telephoned the sheriff's 
office and told him about the 
shooting.” 


Sheriff O’Quinn said Stevens 
gave this version of the shooting: 

“I was stopped by Mrs. Sereos 
who asked me to help her because 
she ~ 3 afraid of a prowler around 
the use. When I agreed to in- 
vestigate she gave me a pistol. I 
went out of the house and when I 
saw a man lurking around the 
premises I fired a shot into the 
ground and the man disappeared. 

“I returned to the house and 
gave the weapon to Mrs. Sereos. 
Just as I was leavinge the house 
Mrs. Sereos went into the yard and 
shortly thereafter I heard pistol 
shoe.” .. 

The slaying occurred about eight 
miles from Jesup. Palmer’s body 
was discovered approximately 20 
feet from the house. 

Sheriff O’Quinn said that Palmer 
was shot twice, in the side and in 
the neck, and apparently died in- 
stantly. 

He added that Mrs. Sereos is be- 
ing held without bond.

WASHINGTON—(/)—The Census Bureau has forecast gains in 


population and school enrollment 

By 1960, the Bureau estimated, 
34,091,000 will be enrolled in ele 
mentary and high schools of the 
nation. This is a jump of almost 
40 percent from the 24,546,000 of 
1947. 


The Bureau forecast a popula- 
tion of 154,669,000 in 1955, and by 
making a net allowance for immi- 
gration, 155,745,000. 


Starting with 18,269,000 en- 
rolled in elementary schools in 
1947, the Bureau predicted an in- 
crease each year until 1957. In 
that year it forecast an enrollment 
in grades one to eight of 26,594,000 
—nearly 46 percent above 1947. 

The Bureau commented that the 


ment has been foreshadowed by 
the relativély large number of 
births in the early 40’s and the 
depression 30’s. 

A slight decline in high school 
enrollment until 1951 is in pros- 
pect with a sharp increase after

High school enrollment in 1947 
was figured at 6,277,000. By 1960 
it is expected to be 8,122,000—an 
increase of 29 percent.

In those slave camps—I know 
personally of no less than 51 and 
there are scores more of them (no 
one outside the Kremlin knows 
the exaat number)—your ragged 
neighbor was often a man of dis- 
tinction. Some of my fellow pris- 
oners in the Orctic camps included 
A Russian Orthodox priest, three 
Red Army generals, a colonel who 
commanded a famous Moscow 
regiment, an ex-Minister of Sup 
ply, a former Russian diplomat, 
an airplane designer, a world fam- 
ous geologist, and university pro- 
fessors. 

My story is one of the infinite 
drudgery and animal-like exist- 
ence of camp life; of starvation 
and death; of filth and torture; of 
incessant propaganda; of inhuman 
cruelty among prisoners; ci tuc 
omnipotence of a piece of bread; 
of a world without morals; and 
last, but not least, of the omni- 
present awful, awful cold! 


The two most important ele- 
ments of Soviet life are fear and 
bread. Bread, watery, black rye 
bread, the Russian’s staff of life, 
is almost priceless. And fear of 
the foreigner, of one’s neighbors, 
and of all Soviet officials, is as 
common to the modern Russian 
as is personal freedom to an 
American. 


I will tell how I worked as a! 
lumberjack, least bearable of the 
slave assignments; as a driller for 
oil and underground radioactive 
water; as a miner for gold with 
1,000,000 other slaves in the Arctic 
wastes; and as a digger of tunnels 
for an underground air field. 


My story will tell of my escape 
in Northeastern Siberia; of my 
1,200 mile “walk;” of how I sur- 
vived in the snow and ice and 
water and mountains; of how, 
with some companions, I crossed 
a river as wide as the Mississippi 
in flood on ice cakes; of how we 
killed a policeman and used his 
identity as a masquerade; and 
how I finally walked across 
the Russian-Iranian border un- 
molested. 


Into my story come the ever 
present Russian black market; and 
fierce unconquered mountaineers 
known as the “Knights of Free- 
dom,” who have been fighting Bol- 
sheviks near the Afghanistan bor- 
der since the Russian reyolution.

How To 
Stifle the Future 


When the recent war caused industrial plants 
to be located in the South, the chief worry was 
about labor. 
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Power Politics Endanger School: Bill 


Georgia’s future as an agricultural 
State, and as one with many industrially 
unskilled young men and women, is at 
stake this week. 


A power-mad academic school lobby is 
seeking to build up absolute control of all 
education in the State. If successful all 
vocational agriculture teaching will be set 
back 30 years and the morale and en- 
thusiasm of its highly trained teachers 
destroyed. At the same time all vocational 
instruction in trade and’ industrial fields 
will be largely reduced in effectiveness, 
especially in the smaller counties. Those 
behind the bill, as now amended in the 
Senate of the State Legislature, readily 
admit they plan to put other work on 
vocational teachers and that the effect 


. will be to reduce them to the lowest com- 


mon denominator of the academic teach- 
ers, some of whom do not have even high 
school diplomas and a few of whom 
do not have more than fifth-grade 
educations. 


Vocational education is more expen- 
sive. That is why the State of Georgia 
once gave it additional funds and that is 
why the Federal Government now pro- 
vides Federal aid. To throw all this highly 
specialized education into the academic 
pot where it will stew down to the lowest 
level, seems to us the height ‘of folly in 
a State so dependent on agriculture and 
the acquisition of new skills. It comes at 
a time when we are trying to get people 
of ability to stay on the land, and to go 
back to it. That we should for a moment 

_be considering a move to reduce the 
effectiveness of vocational agriculture 
teaching is amazing and paradoxical.

under Aubrey Williams, an effort was 


made to set up a Federal Department of 
Vocational Education. It almost suc- 
ceeded. Dr. Harold Saxon, of the GEA, 
was associated with Aubrey Williams at 
that time. He now heads up the fight to 
have the academic side of education take 
over the vocational field. 

We have fought for the Minimum 
Foundation Bill. We still do. But we be- 
lieve the political ambitions of those 
seeking to take over vocational education 
under the guise of having “one depart- 
ment,” will serve to kill the whole bill. 
If it is killed it will be because the rural 
people of Georgia have been aroused to 
the dangerous plan which will reduce, 
despite contrary claims, their vocational 
agricultural and trade and _ industrial 
training by putting other work on voca- 
tional teachers and by making that phase 
of education a sort of side-show to their 
main tent. 

We trust that State Superintendent of 
Schools M. D. Collins, who knows full well 
the needs of Georgia, will let the Legisla- 
‘ture know—(the House has passed already 
a bill giving vocational education fair 
and equitable protection)—that he is not 
in favor of measures now proposed in 


the Senate, which would set us back at 


the very time when industry is demand- 
ing trained workers and when our agri- 
culture is changing to dairying and live- 
stock and vitally needs all it can get of 
vocational training. 

And let those who seek to build up a 
political machine dominating all educa- 
tion, think twice before they pull down 
all the house in their determination to 
attain that power. 


was behind the move to create a com-_ 


mission and name Judge Arnold as its 
head for four years is a mystery. It was 
caught by Rep. Hubert, of DeKalb. We 
are grateful to him. We wish the Legis- 
lature would set up rules providing that 
any legislation affecting only specific 
cities have the approval of the city gov- 
ernment affected. Meanwhile, we hope 
Recorder Arnold, whom we believe to be 
a good one, will let the people know he 
was not a party to the effort made to 
appoint him to office for four years with- 
out any submission of his candidacy to 
the people.

But the plants had to be put down South in some number. So 
the industrialists came, wagging their heads, but publicly hopeful. 


The results were, for them, astounding. 


Southern men and women came off cotton fields, out of tobacco 
acres and from tenant and sharecropper farms to learn quickly and 
to do efficient work. 


The Bell Bomber plant near Marietta had the most efficient 
production record of all the four or five B-29 plants. 


The Southern worker leafffs fast and works well. 


Woolens Here of late the New England States have been suf- 
fering great agony’of mind and spirit because many 


of their woolen mills are coming South. 


They cried out about “cheap labor.” 


Well, the labor wage differential is small and being removed. 
It is about 10 percent. There is perhaps a legitimate diffential 
of about three percent. But no thoughtful Southerner wants his 
people paid less than those anywhere else. Low wages in our basic 
industries have long been our curse. 


The agony of the New Englander was made more. atute by the 
statement from one of the largest manufacturers that the South- 
ern workman took a pride in his job and his product. I don’t 
know anything about it. But that’s what the man said who hired 
workers in both regions. I’d be willing to accept it. There has 
been such a shortage of jobs in the South that a man or woman 
getting one usually takes pride in it.

ing South. It is coming slowly. It is coming too 
slowly to take up the slack of extra workers who are in the urban 
centers because of the change that is going on in farming—in 
crops and methods. But it is coming. 


One of the chief factors which interests a manufacturer is the 
labor supply and its percentage of trained workers. 


That’s where vocational education comes in. 


The Southern State which does not emphasize and encourage 
vocational education to the limit is not being true to its future. 


There are a number of industries—and the shoe industry is one 
—which will not hire any workers unless they are high school 
graduates. They find that a high school] graduate with some train- 
ing in industrial and vocational work is easier trained. 


Therefore they survey the vocational training program in any 
State or region as part of the study determining the location of a 


plant. 


Advanta e The State which does not maintain a strong and 
g efficient department of vocational education—free 
to carry out the most approved practices and methods without in- 
terference by the academic school mind—is deliberately giving an 
advantage to those States which do. 


We are in the deep beginnings of a revolution in Southern agri- 
culture. As far south as the citrus belt of Florida there is a grow- 
ing emphasis on pasture and livestock. 


Even in cotton-conscious and cotton-dominant Mississippi there 
is such a development in small grains that the State has a surplus 
of oats and already has one grain elevator to handle the oat crop. 
In the same State there is a growing and important dairy and 
cattle program. This extends into the rich Delta itself. There 
are pastures and cattle where once there*was only cotton. 


It is equally true in Georgia, Alabama and South Carolina. 
Everywhere there is a search for means and methods to hurry 
along our agricultural economy. The great Midwest is already 
looking with some alarm at the development of hybrid corn in 
some of the Southern States. If we could really do that job it 


would mean more than factories. 
Vital The importance of vocational agriculture teaching in our 
high schools cannot be over-emphasized. 


Upon it and its effectiveness will largely depend how many 
of our young people are willing to stay on the land and in our 


small towns. 


Upon the results of its teaching will depend how fast we 
change to the new economy which will make us more prosperous. 


For any State—and especially for any Southern State—to tol- 
erate any program which would impose a handicap on its voca- 
tional teaching—whether of agriculture or of industrial arts—is of 
such great folly that it is impossible to believe it seriously would 
be considered. 


Let any State legislature—interested in the welfare of its people 
—give to vocational education not merely every assistance, but a 
friendly and free support so that as industry comes and as agri- 
fulture changes, we shall have as many trained and eager young 
people to take over the job as it is possible for us to have. To 
stifle it in any manner is to stifle the future.

A Cabinet Post for Ed Pauley? 


WASHINGTON—Congressional circles are buzzing over a report that President Truman is planning 


to make another effort to bring Edwin W. Pauley into the @abinet. 


The millionaire California oil- 


man has been out of the national political picture since the sensational Senate probe of his commodity 
speculations last Spring. Prior to that he was in the headlines in 1947 when the President unsuc- 


cessfully tried to make Pauley Assistant Secretary of the Navy. 


According to the story now circulating in 
Democratic congressional quarters, the President 
wants to name Pauley Secretary of the Army. 
The present incumbent, Kenneth Royall, of 
North Carolina, would be shifted to some other 
office, probably a diplomatic appointment. 


Pauley’s elevation to Secretary of the 
Army, according to the report, would be only 
the first step. He would be named to this 
job as a preparatory move for eventual ap- 
pointment as Secretary of Defense. 


The purpose of this procedure, it is said, is 
the view that if Pauley can get Senate confirma- 
tion for Secretary of the Army, his subsequent 
elevation to the defense post would also be 
approved. In other words, the first appointment 
would be in the nature of a trial ballono. 

This was the plan followed by the President 
in his first effort to bring Pauley into the Cabi- 
net. He was named Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy with the idea of later giving him the 
top job. 

Both the battle over the Navy appointment 
and the grain speculation probe the following 
year were made by the Republicans. The GOP 
controlled Congress during this period and they 
waged both fights against Pauley. In the bitter 
row over his Navy appointment, the Republicans 
had strong Democratic support. 

Harold Ickes, then Secretary of Interior, op- 


This led to Ickes’ resignation 
from the Cabinet. Pauley finally asked the 
President to withdraw the appointment. At the 
time it was widely reported that this was done 
in order to save a number of Democrats from 
embarrassment. 


In the speculation probe, Pauley admitted 
that he had made around $1,000,000 trading 
in commodities at a time when the Adminis- 
tration was appealing to the nation to save 
grain for Europe. « After this investigation 
subsided, Pauley dropped out of the political 
scene and took no public part in the presi- 
dential campaign. 


posed Pauley. 


However, he was a big Democratic contribu- 
tor. Inner party circles credit Pauley with put- 
ting up the money to pay for the President’s 
first transcontinental campaign train. Pauley is 
said to have given $60,000 to the Truman cam- 
paign chest. 

It is reported that the President has recently 
talked to certain Senate Democratic leaders on 
the possibility of getting Pauley confirmed for 
a Cabinet place. They are understood to have 
voiced divergent views. 

The GOP is certain again to challenge Pauley. 
They would undoubtedly make a party issue of 
such an appointment and seek to make as much 
political capital as possible out of the issue.

Who Is Becoming Dictator? 


Is Herman Talmadge building himself up into a political dictator? Some freshmen legislators, 
who were elected on a factionally unbiased basis, looked at a list of bills going through the hoppers, 
and revolted in fright at the power being built up. Talmadge said that some of his political enemies 
would labe] him a dictator if he issued a proclamation for ‘“Mother’s Day.” 


We agree with the Associated Press story 
that a half-dozen bills being passed by a Tal- 
madge-controlled Legislature fit together like a 
jigsaw puzzle—and spell out a dangerous possi? 
bility for the electorate of Georgia in the future. 


_ _However, we must report that the youth- 
ful Herman Talmadge doesn’t impress us as 
a dictator. We must report that it is our 
own belief that Talmadge, personally, was 
not the moving force in many of these bills. 
We must say that political ambitions of 
others in the Talmadge camp originated and 
pushec some of those bills—not to set up a 
political dynasty for Herman, but to further 
their own poliical aims. 


Take the Depositories Bill, for instance. Tal- 
madge didn’t originate that bill for the purpose 
of grasping the power for himself to control 
deposits in banks. Compt. Gen. Zack Cravey did 
that. A political enemy of State Treasurer George 
Hamilton, Cravey spent weeks buttonholing 
solons to strip Hamilton of this power. Cravey 
did the same thing on the Housing Bill, which 
has no connection with the series of bills build- 
ing up the so-called political dictatorship. The 
Depositories Bill was labeled an Administration 
measure, but so far as we know, Talmadge didn’t 
pop any whip for it. 

Take the Re-Registration Bill. That started out 


' @8 an alarmingly dangerous bill — re-register 


every two years ... pay a fee ,.. and then 
those 50 ridiculously-difficult questions.. As the 
bill moved through the House and Senate, many 
bad items were clipped. Former Sen. Alex 
Weaver was paid to draft it and push it 
through the House and Senate..This was an 
Administration bill, Yet, Talmadge watched it 
being weakened without sending for solons to 
report to his office like Gov. Arnall did when 
he was repealing the Poll Tax Bill. 

Take the Libel Bill. Our friend House 
Speaker Fred Hand personally passed that one 
when he became angry with the treatment he 
received from one commentator on a radio 
broadcast. Talmadge showed no interest in push- 
ing the bill, and he told us that he knew it 
wouldn’t accomplish the purpose that some of 
its authors intended—eliminating editorial criti- 
cism in political campaigns.

Take those succession bills. Talmadge has | 


said all along he can run again. If he can’t 
under the present Constitution, no law will 
permit him to do so—the Constitution will have 
to be changed. Talmadge took credit for those 
two bills—but many observers see the handi- 
work of smart political maneuverers. With Tal- 
madge eliminated, some Talmadge followers were 
looking to Lt. Gov. Mervin Griffin as a 1950 
gubernatorial candidate and others were promot- 
ing Former House Speaker Roy Harris. Some 
suspect Harris backers of tossing those succes- 
sions bills into the Legislature to stop the de- 
veloping boom for Griffin. 


Sen. George alsu was mentioned in connec- 
tion with these bills. Talmadge is expected to 
run for the Senate in event George retires. It 
doesn’t look like the ator is going to retire 
in 1950. To be sure T adge would not force 
a race on the Senator, these bills could attempt 
to give Talmadge a new period in the Gover- 
nor’s Mansion. Thus, there is the angle of politi- 
cal expediency to be considered in addition to 
any consideration of political dictatorship. 


Yet, as these outstanding freshmen lIegis- 
lators point out, these bills fit together in 
an alarming pattern. Re-registration would 
reduce the number of voters, making it easier 
to control the voters. The succession bills 
would attempt to eliminate any court test 
of Talmadge’s eligibility. The libel bill 
would attempt to throttle newspaper criti- 
cism. The Depositories Bill would give the 
Governor power over financial interests.

It is a prominent fault of our unionism, and I think it will be fatal to that evil institution yet, 
that, from the top to the poor insensate jellies of the so-called rank and file, no person ever thinks 
to suggest, even in sarcasm, that the officers of unions should be a sort of priesthood of consecrat- 
ed men renouncing personal advantage and vanity. This selfishness and avarice dominates the per- 
sonalities and conduct of all the prominent unioneers who have stifled the faith of the membership 
in unionism as an ideal and repulsed the millions of others who would have been won to unions 
otherwise. The feeling of the loyal rank and file consequently is only a selfish and consciously 
predatory desire for advantage over other elements of the community, even with the»knowledge 


that such advantages are undeserved. 
Bad or cynical leadership corrupts with its 


: own badness the spirit of the membership. I 


sometimes receive lettters from true rank-and- 
filers sneering at the proposition that union 
officerss should be held to a strict code and 
frankly admiring the likes of Dan Tobin, the 
President of the the Teamsters, not for anything 


‘that he has done for labor but for his success 


in providing for Dan Tobin and his sons at the 
expense of the workers. 


In all my experience with the union 
rackets, which were scrawny and furtive 
like coyotes until Roosevelt gave them li- 
cense to prey on the country as an annex 
of his party, I have never known either Wil- 
liam Green or Philip Murray, the two great 
boss-presidents, to take any action against 
any crook for his crookedness. Green’s ex- 
cuse always has been that he has no consti:

It was shown that no arrests 
had been made unless the motor- 
ists had been driving more than 
70 miles an hour. It was also 
shown that a number of fatali- 
ties had occurred on this 
straightaway stretch of high- 
way. e 


In short, the record of the court 

made it clear that no speed trap 
existed and that the traffic laws 
were being enforced in the in- 
terests of the motorists as well as 
the citizens living along the route. 


Speed trap charges against the 
Jesup area have also been cleared 
up by a letter received from Jack- 
sonville which disclosed that only 
“warnings had ‘been issued by ex- 
tremely courteous highway patrol- 
men.” 


THE LETTER came from Frank 
Winchell, manager of the Jack- 
sonville Tourist and Convention 
Bureau. The Bureau had pre- 
viously advised motorists “to by- 
pass this section of the State.” 


The letter from Mr. Winchell

selves. 


There are 45,000 such children in Georgia—boys and girls 
deafened or handicapped, who can never learn to “hear” with 
their eyes and fingertips or speak with their blurred, rusty voices 


unless they are taught. 


They need teachers who will have the patience to unlock their 
gates of silence and lead them with skill and affection, until they 


learn the way to “be like the others.” 
There are only 1,000 qualified speech teachers 


in the nation, 


and 20,000 are needed as a minimum estimate. In Atlanta alone 
more than six percent of the children in kindergarten and the 
first three grades have been found to have speech defects, and 
there are four teachers assigned to iron them out, working in a 
program through the Junior League Speech School. 

Today a bulletin has come off the press, describing a training 
program which has been worked out between the Speech School 
and Emory University, leading to masters’ degrees for those quali- 
fied to enrol] in the five quarters’ work specified for completion 


_ of the two courses. 


There will be alternate courses, open to teachers with bachelor 


degrees. 


The first will blend special speech training with psy- 


chology and will lead to the degree of Master of Arts by Emory. 
The second will combine advanced education with speech training 
and will lead to the degree of Master of Education. 
The formal courses will be offered on the campus at Emory. 
The training will be done at the League Speech School under 
~ Emory’s Department of Psychology and of Education, using the 
students at the Speech School for clinical aspects of the study. 
As a matter of fact, five girls with Bachelor of Arts degrees are 
already at work in the new field and will be graduated as qualified 
* gpeech pathologists with masters’ degrees -within the year. 
With the publication of the booklet, enrollment for 1948-49 has 
been, of course, opened. A limited number of scholarships also have 
been offered by the Education Committee of the Speech School to 


college graduates. 


There are no simple words, really, to talk about graduate de- 
grees and things like speech pathology, but they dO not fit in at 
all when you see the teachers at work at the Speech School. 

There is a kind of exultance when little Mary dearns to say 
“Mama” and her voice comes out big and clear, and the teachers

* Two groups of teenage youths, 
composed of students at Atlanta 
and Fulton County high schools, 
will be tried in Juvenile Court at 
9:30 a. m. today on charges of ma- 
licious mischief in connection with 
the destruction ,of a West End 
home. 

The two groups are composed of 
13 boys ranging in age from nine 
to 16. They are charged with 
causing more than $621 damage to 
a building on Richland Road re 
cently remodeled by E. S. ‘Reed 
as his home. The building for- 
merly housed the Corowanna 
Lodge, a popular night club many 
years ago.

Sgt. Thomas said most of the 
windows in the building had been 
smashed, paint had been smeared 
over the floors and walls and the 
electrical receptacles had been 
pulled from the walls.

: corn seed to be used in this con- 


test is Georgia 101, a new hybrid 
developed at the Georgia Experi- 
ment Station near Griffin. The 
Georgia Power Company contrib- 
uted $15,000 over a period of five 
years toward the development of 
this new corn. Other varieties to 
be planted include Tennessee 10, 
Dixie 17, Dixie 18, and Florida 
W-1. 

As in the first contest, 12 rep- 
resentative counties from all sec- 
tions of the State have been se- 
lected by the Extension Service. 
In each of these counties 12 Four- 
H Club members chosen by the 
County Agent will plant and cul- 
tivate hybrid corn seed provided 
by the Georgia Power Company. 

In each county cash awards of 
$20, $15, $10 and $5 will go to 
the four club members with the 
highest yield per acre. To the 
three boys in the State with the 
highest yield per acre will go 
cash prizes of $50, $40, and $30. 
Entrants in the contest will re- 
ceive a copy of the book, “The 
Business of Farming,” published 
by the Callaway Foundation. 
Awards will be made at a lunch- 
eon in Macon, Dec. 16. 

Counties chosen by the Exten- 
sion Service in which the contest 
will be conducted are DeKalb, 
Gordon, Heard, Houston, Laurens, 
Lincoln, Lumpkin, Oglethorpe, 
Screven, Tattnall, Terrell and Tift. 

In the 1948 hybrid corn contest 
144 club members entered with 
136 completing their projects. En- 
trants in the contest averaged 59 
bushels of corn to the acre in 
comparison with the State aver- 
age of around 15 bushels to the 
acre.
